Rejections Under 35 USC 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 21 is again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In the penultimate line, the word "on" should 
apparently be corrected to read - or -. 

Rejections Under 35 USC 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The rejection of claims 21-24, 26-28, 31, 32 and 34-36 is maintained under 35 
USC 102(b) over Barakat, et al., 1955, pp. 3299-3300, which teaches the reaction of 
phthalic acid with phenylhydrazine and anhydrous zinc chloride in dioxin (p. 3300). 
Response to 04-30-2008 Remarl^s 

Applicants' arguments made against the Barakat reference of record refer to 
limitations not in the claims. The remarks refer to "harsh conditions" of the Barakat prior 
art. However, the claims are silent on any conditions that would patentably distinguish 
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over Barakat. While Applicants' remarks say that "the present patent specification 
clearly states, in paragraph [0031] that the reaction occurs at room temperature," no 
such limitation appears in claim 1 . The same is true for the presence of "boiling 
dioxane" of the reference; claim 1 is silent on any solvent limitation. The rejection is 
deemed sustainable. 

Objected Claims - Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25, 30, 33 and 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 25, 30, 33 and 38 are directed to allowable subject matter, because 
Barakat does not teach or suggest the use of niobium pentachloride in the process 
therein disclosed. In addition, claims 25, 30, 33 and 38 are unanticipated and 
unobvious over all other prior art of record, taken individually or in any combination.
